the pasty. Corruption and incompetency lost
13 the day, and it we wonld retrieve the dis-
aster we mnst cast forth all who have proved
themselves possessed of either ome or the
other of these gualities. The first step in the
wsay to regain our losses i8 to change the
party managers. The pregent City Executive
Committes iz utterly unfitted for the task of
managing our party. It has loat the conil-
dence of the party.

Payment of the National Debt.
A Dosroxiax has undertaken to show that the
National debt can be paid by the close of the
present century, and that withont seriously
inconveniencing the people. Our total debt,
including onrrency, 1s less than §2, 500, 000,000.
An estimate of the present population of the
country places it at 36,000,000, whioh wonld
give a per capifa share of only $60°50, with an
anpual charge of #4117 for the interest on the
whole, at 6 per cont. During the decads from
1850 to 1860, the annual inorsase of the wealth
of New York and Ohio was 6] per oent.; aund
if the same proportionats increase continuoes
during the present decads, this increase in
these two States alone will be sufMolent in
amount by 1870, not only to cancel the entire
debt, but to leavo a surplus of 300,000,000,
But the inorease in the non-seceding States
during the period from 1850 to 1860 was even
greater, being 84 per cenl. per annum. At
the same rate, the increase from 1560 to 1867
inclusive, would amount to $10,087,000,000, or
more than four times the debt. Reduocing the
rato of inorease to 4 per cent., to provide for
all reasonable contingencies, and it would
amount, during the eight years which have
elapsed sinoe 1860, to 84 058,000,000, leaving
a surplas of §1,000,000,000 after the payment
of the debt, The enthusiastic mathematician

SEVEN-THIRTY COUNTERFEITERS ARRES IED.

Imporiant Discoveries of the United
Bintes Detectives—Over a Millilon of
Dollars Realized from the Disposal of
the Bogus Bonds—~Nine of the Alleged
Uperntors in Custody,

It was recently stated in the Herald that
arrests had been made by the United States
Government ofliclals which were of an excosd-
ingly lmportaul character, but the partieulars
of the affair were for various good rensons
withbeld, It can now be salely stated that
the counlerfeiters of seven-thirtles and five.
twentles who have caused trouble through-
out the country are now In cuastody. Since
the counterfellers we e discovered at Washiog-
ton, Mr. Willlam P. Wood, chlef of (he
secret service division of the Treasury Depart-
ment, has been nollvely engaged wilh his sub-
ordinstes In endeavori Lo apprebend lhe
counterfellers, His attention had been oalled,

revions to Lhe discovery named, to counterfelt

ssues of §100 compound interest notes, and §50
legnl-lenders, After weels of persistent and
earnest labor, In which he was asslated by
United Rtates Detective Neltleship, residing in
Newark, he was enabled to trhos-the authors af
thie latter counterfoit to the small village of
Paulsboro, Gloucester county, New Jersey, and
subsequently ascert iped that the work
of engraviog and clroulating the legal-
tenders wus done at that village, ns s
allert-d by Wililam Spencer, allas™ Willlam
E. Brockaway, and seven confederates, He then
proceeded to gather sufficient evidence, with a
view to fasten the gullt without doubt upon
the parties named, and while engaged in wbis
latler work, he dlsgovered thecounterfellsaven«
thirties and five-twenties, and compared the
work upon the fradulent bonds with that of the
olher counterfeits, and beoameé satisified that
both counterfeits were the work of Lthe sams
artist.  Aollng upon this theory, be went
qulelly Lo work to faston the corime upon the
suspecied parties, Havipg thos been fortifed
by evidenos sufflelent to corroborate the alle-

ations, Mr. Wood made affidavit on the 10th
Tmlant. before U, B.&ommluloner Whitehead,
al Newark, agalnst Willlam Spenocer, and Han-
nab, his reputed wife, alleglog thal thoy were
the principals In the extenslive fraads npon the
Government, and that they had been assisted
by five olner persons whose names are with-
held. Warrauls were at onoe ladued for th
arrest of Spencer and his wife, who were foand
by the officers of the law al St James' Hotel,
in New York on Friday, Nov.1i where they
were preparing to leave for Burope. They were
laken to Jersey Clty and pluced jna room in
Taylor's Hotel, at that place, where Lhey ware
guarded, (he authorities uot belng able to mlgu
the examination In the case at that time, a
Toesday morning last they were taken to
Newarkt, befors Uniwad Sta Comm issloner
Whitehead, and balled in the sutm of #4000 o
dppear for an examination daring nexik weel.
